“We really don't know much 
about the site,” Bob Wagner of 
the Department of Natural 
Resources told members of the 
audience at Monday night's 
Evangeline Township Board 
meeting. “But we hope to gain 
more knowledge with additional 
work,” he said. 

Those remarks were made by 
the groundwater specialist 
working on the problems of the 
former Boyne City Landfill as he 
told the board and the audience 
what he has found at the site so 


far. 

The DNR has spent more than 
$100,000 to drill four two inch 
monitoring wells and has found 
contaminants in only one of 
them, he said. 

They have drilled wells hit- 
ting pockets of clay and have 
other wells going as deep as 140 
feet without hitting any of the 
clay pockets he says are under 
the landfill site. 

Those clay pockets could be a 
help, or they could cause the 
problem of leachate to be worse, 
he said. The clay beds may be 
stopping the flow of the leachate 
into the groundwater or may be 
causing the leachate to flow dif- 
ferently than what the DNR 
thinks. 

They have definitely found 
contaminants in well number 
three, he continued, ranging 
from dicloroethane, 
dicloroethene and the dirivitives 
of them, to toluene and phenols. 
He said those chemicals are 
never found in papal groun- 
dwater.

Lights at Rotary

Boyne City will be spending

food. A meal to prepare when 
Great-Aunt Lulu arrived, for a 
birthday, anniversary dinner or 
family reunion.

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In speaking about the landfill, 
Wagner used qualifying 
statements to everything he told 
about the landfill. One observer 
to the presentation said 
everything he said was conjec- 
ture at best, as the DNR has not 
determined anything about the 
site other than one of. the 
monitoring wells has shown 
some contamination. 

Wagner was using infor- 
mation gained during the last 
monitoring sample of the wells 
which was done last May. He 
said the DNR has decided not to 
do any more until the new wells 
are completed. 

Wagner said the department 
was “charged with encouraging, 
harassing and building a case 
against the City of Boyne City in 


the closing and capping of the 
landfill. ; 

He said his department can- 
not take anybody to court, that 
would be the job of the State At- 
torney General. He couldn't 
guarantee the DNR and the 
state would be going to court 
over the closure and the capping 
of the landfill with the city. 

He did say, “The DNR plans 
on winning,” referring to the 
case his department is building 
to force the capping of the lan- 
dfill. 

The capping is a thick coating 
of clay that would be installed 
over the entire landfill site. The 
clay would help to control water 
getting into the buried refuse 
and causing chemicals to leach 
down to the water table.

problem may have caused the 
weak points in the system to 
become known.

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Theoretically, the clay cap 
would keep the rainwater out of 
the refuse area, and would allow 
that area to.dry out and help 
contain the contaminents within 
thelandfillarea.  __ 

If the. cap fails to work, 
Wagner said the next step 
would be to add purging wells to 
take the groundwater out to get 
it treated. He did not say how 
the treatment would be done. 

If the landfill is capped, he 
said, it will still leach out 
material for several years, but 
would do so at a lesser rate. 

When asked if the residents 
are in danger now, he said one 
good factor was that the landfill 
site was one and a half miles 
from either lake, and it would 
take some time for the leachate 
to reach them. He suggested to 
residents of the area to do fur- 
ther testing of their own wells. 

When asked who was going to 
pay for the capping of the lan- 
dfill, Wagner said he is going to 
recommend the DNR go after 
the residents of Boyne City, city 
officials and others. 

He said there is some question 
as to the others as it is may in- 
clude the residents of 
Evangeline Township who were 
part of the agreement to open 
the landfill when it was first 
begun. 

Wagner did say he has had 
very little communication with 
the city and has not talked with 
them recently. 

He is hoping that Boyne City 


Landfill 
would’ accept more respon- 
sibility towards the landfill site. 


He said the city should have had 


plans to charge users more to 
help pay for the closing. of the 
site when it was full. 

He said he is planning on 
making Boyne City change the 
priorities as to the Jandfill eap- 
ping by continually building the 
case against them. 

In other action at the town- 
ship board meeting, the trustees 
passed a resolution asking the 
voters to approve a 13.918 mill 
package for the township 
operations, signed an agreement 
with the soil conservation 
department to find out what 
may be needed for shoreline 
protection at their township lake 
accesses, approved a newsletter 
that will be sent out to township 
residents, and heard a request 
for a road name change from 
several residents. The road 
being asked to change is Call 
Street. The requesters want the 
name changed to Wildwood 
Heights Road. That was turned 
over to the County Road Com- 
mission for review. 

They also heard the newest 
dry hydrant installed on 
Walloon Lake was going to only 
cost the township $266 after the 
Smiths had donated the equip- 
ment use,,the Boyne City Fire 
Department the labor, the 
neighbors donating $1,300 and 
the Walloon Lake Association 
also donating $1,300 for the in- 
stallation of the dry hydrant.
